PREFACE TO 18% EDITION 


The New Zealand Library Association asked me in 1945 to 
proceed with the preparation of a guide to New Zealand reference 
material. A preliminary version was completed by the beginning 
of 1946, and some 40 copies were mimeographed for use in the Books 
Course at the newly-established Library School in Wellington. 
Since then it has been revised and considerably augmented, and is 
now published in a mimeographed edition of 200 copies, by the 
N.Z.L.A. 
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INTRODUCTION 


This work has grown, in the making, into something rather different 
from what was first intended. It started out to be a simple list of New 
Zealand reference works such as bibliographies, indexes, dictionaries 
and year-books. But it soon became clear that if it confined itself to 
these reference works proper it would miss many books which are in 
practice used as such. In many subjects there are no reference works 
and information has to be sought in sundry places, not only in books 
but in periodicals, publications of societies and institutions, official 
reports. Government papers in particular range over the whole field 
of our national life, are indexed most meagrely, if at all, and are almost 
unknown to the ordinary man. 

Finally, as every librarian knows, the quest for information has 
frequently to be carried beyond books to the fountain-head itself, to a 
human being whose special interests have made him a sort of encyclo- 
paedia in his particular field, with the added advantage that he is always 
more up-to-date than any encyclopaedia can be. Such persons can 
most easily be found through their membership in societies or their work 
in institutions. The New Zealander of fifty years ago had the habit, we 
are told, when more than a dozen of him met together, of starting a 
newspaper. To-day, he tends rather to found a society or association, 
which more often than not launches a journal, and issues bulletins or 
at the least annual reports. And each such society is only too willing 
to spread its gospel, whether it be the breeding of Jersey cattle, the 
study of numismatics, or the health of women and children. Accord- 
ingly, I set out to note under each subject heading any specialist bodies 
together with the appropriate government department. And as the 
first aim of the guide was to assist in the tracking down of printed 
sources of information, it seemed useful to add the names of libraries 
particularly strong in that field; because a specialised library collection 
has usually the added advantage of being the focus of a group of 
specialists and sq offering the best of all opportunities to the enquirer. 

My aim, in short, has been to indicate what sources of information 
are available about things New Zealand, as well as things in New Zea- 
land. That the compilation has many defects and omissions I am only 
too well aware. It ts not the sort of work that anyone can produce 
successfully single-handed, and though it has already had the advice of 
several individuals, it requires now that wider assistance in the way 
of suggestions and constructive criticism that can be hoped for from 
publication. That is why it is being issued in mimeographed form, so 
that in a few vears’ time a revised issue will be possible. Once a work 
is put into print, the effort and expense of doing so tends to fossilise 
it; and a work of this kind, to be of any use, must, have flexibility and 
must be kept up-to-date. So, with all its faults, and with too little 
time for me to improve it further at the moment. here it is. 


SCOPE 


The aim has been to approach subjects in their New Zealand applica- 
tions only. It includes works about New Zealand birds, for instance, or 
about bird study in New Zealand, but not about birds in general even if 
by a New Zealander; books about our local literature, but not the 
literature itself unless it happens to be of an informational kind. It 
must on no account be mistaken for a selection of best books. Many 
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of the best books, such as John Mulgan’s novel Man Alone, and Guthrie 
Smith’s Tutira, do not qualify; but the reader will be led' to them by 
the reference works which are listed here. Eric McCormick’s Letters 
and Art in New Zealand, for instance, will introduce him to both these 
books. 

In selecting works for inclusion, first preference has been given to 
reference works such as bibliographies, dictionaries, guides. Where 
such exist, they themselves will lead the enquirer on to other material. 
To the extent that they do not exist, other works are noted. In some 
cases they may be trivial, but where they are the only sources available 
it seems useful to mention them if only to point the need for something 
better. 


OFFICIAL 


In every case where it is possible, reference is made to: (1) the 
relevant sections in the NEW ZEALAND OFFICIAL YEAR-BOOK, 
which is undoubtedly the most notable single reference work we possess, 
and far too little known, and (2) to other official papers most of which 
are bound up annually in those monumental volumes that go by the 
rather alarming title of APPENDIX TO THE JOURNALS OF THE 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

In both cases references are: (a) to material in the latest issues, 
and (b) to special articles and papers in earlier ones. For instance, 
reports of Royal Commissions, Commissions, Select Committees, etc., 
have been noted whenever they seem to be still important as reference 
sources. Nearly all such papers are, of course, usually available sep- 
arately in addition to being bound up in the APPENDIX. | The refer- 
ences here are to the latter only. 


SERIALS AND SOCIETIES 


Serial publications such as periodicals, bulletins, proceedings, etc., 
are noted wherever possible. Some of them are mines of information, 
others frequently contain the odd thing required in the way of current 
information. It is not pretended that these lists are comprehensive, 
and further information or suggestions will be welcome for inclusion in 
the next issue. In nearly all cases they have been confined to those in 
actual operation to-day. 


LIBRARIES 


For each subject an attempt has been made to discover what 
libraries are strongest. The selection is a personal one, and no sugges- 
tion is made that others may not be equally good as sources of informa- 
tion. Consideration has been given to special collections which are still 
being added to, to strength of periodical literature and to usefulness 
from the research rather than the popular point of view. 


ARRANGEMENT 


The book is in numbered sections classified according to subject. 
The general arrangement follows that of the Otago University Library 
which uses the Bliss Bibliographical Classification, and is set out on the 
contents page. 
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INDEX 


At the end is an index not only to the classification but to minor 
subjects, to every individual work (under author), to titles of serials 
and names of societies, government departments, etc. 


Index references are not to pages but to sections and sub-sections: 
e.g.—Fireclay 25:3 ; 
means that in section 25, sub-section 3, will be found references 
to sources of information about fireclay in N.Z.

This is the only attempt at a New Zealand encyclopedia, and 
though a vast amount of information, chiefly biographical, is con- 
tained in its six volumes, it lacks the most important requisites of 
a good reference work: it is really not one work but six, each 
province being treated separately; there is no general index and 
each volume has four separate indexes; finally the articles lack the 
authority indispensable to a good encyclopaedia. 


BELSHAW, Horace. ed. New Zealand. 1947. [For details see Section 
55]. This is not an encyclopaedia but an up-to-date symposium on 
various aspects of N.Z. life, past and present, useful for reference 
purposes. 


3 YEAR-BOOKS 


NEW ZEALAND OFFICIAL YEAR-BOOK (Census and Statistics 
Dept.) 1 (1892)—The most important N.Z. reference work. Packed 
with concise information about New Zealand, its natural history, 
climate, resources, government, trade, education system, social ser- 
vices, manufactures, etc. Includes authoritative articles on different 
aspects of national life and much statistical material. 

Points to note for quick reference are: 

(1) The Index—essential for quick reference but not to be relied on 
entirely as it is far from full. 

(2) Folding map of New Zealand and dependencies. 

(3) Appendix: (a) Chronological list of noteworthy events in the 
history of New Zealand. 

(b) General bibliography, noting the more important N.Z. works 
under broad headings. The latest issue has reduced this 
feature so that it merely supplements lists in the 1943 and 
earlier issues. Several issues therefore need to be kept for 
quick reference. 

(c) List of articles on special subjects appearing in previous 
issues of the Year-book. These articles are full and authori- 
tative and sometimes form the best sources of information. 

(4) The Official Directory which lists chief government personnel 

(e.g., cabinet, parliament, departmental heads, judges, foreign 

government representatives, etc.).

In the two years, however, since the Guide went to press many books 
and periodicals, important in their own subjects, have appeared 
| which would justify inclusion. The New Zealand Library Associa- 
tion has therefore decided to issue the first supplement to the 
original work which at the suggestion of Mr. Harris I have been 
asked to compile. 


Entries are set out in exactly the same form as in the original 
work, so that it will be possible to cut up and insert the new titles 
opposite, in the case of interleaved copies, or alongside the appro- 
priate sections. Except in a few cases no attempt has been made to 
note minor changes of name of publishing and administrative bodies, 
or of title. Opportunity has been taken to note one or two signifi- 
cant titles omitted from the major work. Additions to or changes 
in the list of library symbols have not for the present been noted. 


It was fortunately possible to go over the majority of the 
entries with Mr. Harris during a recent visit to New Zealand. I am 
also indebted to Mr. A. L. Olsson, who has checked the list and 
made many valuable suggestions, as has also Mr. E. H. Leatham, 
Librarian, Dept. of Scientific and Industrial Research.
